THE PRICE OF WHEAT 


With tlie cost of manufac¬ 
tured goods and most commd- 
ities rising steadily the price of 
wheat is at a ridiculously low 
figure. On the basis of 70c. a 
bushel for One Northern at the 
terminal, the average price to 
farmers at local shipping points 
in Alberta, after averaging the 
grades, will be around 50c. a 
bushel. Even with a big wheal: 
cu p such a price is profitless. 
Alberta's wheat crop this vein 
is less than half of last veer's 
outturn, which makes the price 
situation even more acute.

> Atlantic and into the Medit¬ 
erranean. 

We cannot live unto ourselves 
It would lie a barren life if we 
tried to. But there is one step 
still to be taken. The logic and 
bone of leading an international 
life is in control it through an 
association of nations. There 
can be peace on earth. The 
earth is rich enough for every 
one who inhabits it. Men can 
turn it into abundance and 
create a good life all over the 
world bv the use of will and in¬ 
telligence.
